Ready  cooperation  of  labor  union  officials  throughout  Montana 
with  offices  of  the  employment  service  provides  the  basic  data  from 
which  this  directory  is  compiled.  Because  of  space  limitations  the 
listings  are  confined  to  principal  executive  and  administrative  offi- 
cers of  each  organization  reported.  So  far  as  possible,  the  information 
given  is  current  as  of  the  beginning  of  the  year  1958.  Changes  in 
official  family  of  a  particular  union,  or  changes  in  address  of  officers 
noted,  may  be  expected  to  have  occurred  in  a  number  of  instances 
even  before  the  directory  is  in  print. 

Distribution  of  the  directory  is  largely  on  a  request  basis,  though 
copies  are  furnished  to  the  entries  listed,  to  employer  firms  and  organ- 
izations, to  education  and  public  libraries,  the  press  and  radio,  and 
key  public  officials,  in  response  to  previous  interest  manifested.  Any 
firm  or  individual  may  have  a  copy  for  the  asking,  within  limitations 
of  available  supply. 

This  commission,  through  its  two  co-ordinate  branches,  has  a 
common  field  of  interest  with  all  wage-earners  and  all  employers 
in  the  state.  Its  employment  service  facilities  are  dedicated  to  all 
Montana,  its  unemployment  insurance  programs  embrace  about  two- 
thirds  of  the  active  labor  force  in  the  state.
